BEWARE PHONY 
CAR DONATIONS 


It sounds like a good deal: you donate 
your used car to a charity and get a hefty, 
full value charitable deduction for it. 
Trouble is, the IRS is looking askance at the 
practice, which may invite a tax audit of the 
donor as well as the charity. 


~ 

I turns out that some tax-exempt organi- 
zations inviting these donations actually 
have worked out a deal with a used auto 
dealer: it pays the charity a token fee well 
below the actual value of th car. Some 
donors are getting higher-value receipts for 
their vehicles, even blue-book valuation for 
cars that don't run. 


The IRS is expected to crack down on 
these deals. The charities will be taxed for 
the  payments—unrelated business 
income—they get for the cars and, if the 
value documentation was overblown, they 
may be penalized as tax-shelter-promoters. 
And, if that weren't bad enough, the IRS 
threatens to audit the returns of the gener- 
ous “donors” of overvalued automobiles.

(excerpted from a book by Sylvia D.Neilson) 

(Editor's note: the story is set at Pop's Barn, which until recently 
stood on Glen Road, near Silver Lake The barn was torn down earlier 
this month. Sylvia Neilson, the author of this, died on Saturday.) 


In the winter it was the back-side of the hill that was the attraction. 

Inthe spring, summer and fall, it was the barn, Pop's barn. In the spring 
there was the delightful challenge of hunting to find where the barn cats 
had hidden their kittens. Mother cats are notoriously clever at hiding 
itheir offspring, but they could not outwit Pop’s youngest relatives as they 
‘triumphantly bore the kittens out to Pop, delivering them to an unknown 
fate. There was a cat in the house too, memorable chiefly because she 
once had kittens in Mimi’s new Easter bonnet. 

Inthe spring, also, brand new calves would appear mysteriously in the 
Stalls. Nobody asked where they came from. Once, however, quite by 
accident, Sylvia witnessed the arrival of one such creature. It was the 
year when Pop's daughter, Sarah Kling from California, was visiting the 
old homestead. Sylvia and Helen, Sarah’s youngest daughter, were alone 
in the barn when they heard distressed mooing from the stall to the rear 
where Pop kept cows in an interesting condition. Sylvia ran back, saw the 
nose of the calf emerging, and then ran out and yelled at Wilbur, the hired 
man, “A cow is calving!” “What the hell do you know about calving?” 
asked Wilbur as he came running in. Meanwhile little Helen stood still 
and watched the whole process. “I don’t like calves that come out of cows, 

do you?” she asked Sylvia. 

One musn’t deduce from the foregoing incident that the foregoing 
Jahguage in the barn was typified by the remark of the hired man just 
quoted.

To the residents of the Town of 
Wilmington - please take a stand 
against yet another crowded 
planned housing development that 
is being forced into a quiet, residen- 
tial neighborhood.

The “ ” - meaning the 
species which do not migrate - all 
are present and accounted for, and 
this group includes the ubiquitous 
chickadees, tufted titmice, white 
breasted nuthatches, purple, house, 
and goldfinches, downy and hairy 
woodpeckers, blue jays, house spar- 
rows, starlings, and at least 20 
mourning doves. 

In next month’s column, we will 
begin our winter bird count (spe-

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cies, not individual birds) to see if 
we can surpass last year’s total of 
20. I am wondering if anyone has 
seen, since October 1, Carolina 
wrens, red bellied woodpeckers or 
wild-turkeys. I am sure there is a 
small but permanent flock of wild 
turkeys in Wilmington and Tewks- 
bury, and I would estimate their 
numbers at be in the 40 to 60 range. 

In our census, we will not in- 
clude hawks, crows, or owls. Just 
those birds we see at or under our 
feeders. 

Speaking of hawks, we must ac- 
cept the harsh fact that wandering 
hawks will take a few of the smaller 
birds over the winter. Last year, we 
witnessed an unusual out break of 
sharp shinned hawks here in east- 
ern Massachusetts, with an occa- 
sional Coopers hawk thrown in. 

The very large hawks we see are 
either red tailed or red shouldered

Currently known as the 
“Livingston Street Terror,” located 
on Livingston Street in Tewksbury, 
the Dellascio haunted house started 
as a scary addition to her sister’s 
late Oetober birthday parties.

\, direction. He acts out, will not con-

However, in 
“both cases each is avoiding the 
dreaded fear of failing. 


ba Unless we can understand this 
upremise, these children will never 
brbe seen for what they truly are. Too 
io often these children have been la- 
(vbeled lazy, non-caring, wise guy, 
and even stupid.

through life failing because this 
type of opportunity to succeed was 
never available. 

When a person feels he’s a fail- 
ure, it can cause feelings of hope- 
lessness and anger. Depression, 
hostility, and confusion can infect 
the innocent soul. If you were to 
look into the background of most 
delinquent children, adult crimi- 
nals, and anti-social individuals, 
you would find the lack of self es- 
teem. Early intervention with the 
proper exposure to success could 
have prevented many of these heart- 
aches. If they could have heard: 
“That was a great job. I would 
appreciate your opinion.

I’m so proud 
of you.” These words of acceptance 
and encouragement, at an early 
age, can make the difference be- 
tween success and failure.

“We're looking at that data,” 


O'Donnell said. “We definitely 
are going to do it based on what's 
best for the school.”

The Middlesex East edition of 
October 6 was just the perfect 
story for the fifth graders at the 
Woburn Street ‘School in 
Wilmington.

endangered animals, became 
involved in local environmental 
projects that affect wild life and

tion policy for independent 
sewer construction companies, 
which may aid the completion of 
the sewer project and help the 
town. 


“There was an exuberant dis- 
cussion at the Board of 
Selectmen's meeting regarding 
the grinder pump policy and 
independent sewer construction 
guidelines.

“The new policy establishes 
certain criteria for eligibility:

Q: My 4-year-old son decided 
to use the living room wall as a 
canvas for his new crayon set. 
I’ve had problems in the past 
trying to repaint over stains 
when I was unable to complete- 
ly remove them. What's the 
best procedure for dealing with 
this problem? 

A: Your first impulse may 
be to try to paint over the 
stain, but many stains cannot 
be covered with paint alone. 
Rust, grease or oil, crayon wax 
and Magic Marker ink may be 
activated by the solvent (water 
or oil) in the paint, and bleed 
back through the new paint. 
This is true regardless of how 
many coats of paint you apply. 
You must either seal over

Pathe best approach is to try 
and remove the stain material.

drying so it does not activate 
the stain material, but covers it 
over. 

To avoid the shiny spots due 
to higher sheen over shel- 
lac sealer, seal the entire wall 
with shellac, not just the stain.

Colella stormed Chelsea's running game

Through the first half of Saturday’s » 
game, tackle Tony Colella, of Tewks-* 
bury, and the rest of the Shawsheen 
Tech football team’s defense were on 
the field for all but 52seconds. Through- 
out the entire first half, Chelsea ran 35 
offensive plays, to just 14 for Shawsheen. 
So when the scoreboard read 14-0 in 
favor Chelsea that was certainly under- 
standable, as well as a blessing consid- 
ering the Rams defense held them to 
just two touchdowns when it easily could 
have been three or four.

For what 
reason? None, it was ruled an inadvert- 
ent whistle and the ball was brought back 
to the Shawsheen 49-yard line, giving 
LeBlanc just a5-yard gain, whenitshould 
or could have been a 56-yard game tying 
touchdown. 

That hurt Shawsheen as it couldn’t 


get the first down it needed to continue 
the drive and Chelsea would take over at 
their own 47.

When he did he got mauled 
down, the ball was loose and recovered 
by Kenny Etienne, who appeared to have 
one knee on the ground according to 
Costabile, Colella and many others, but 
the whistle was never blown then, and 
Etienne ran in what ended to be a 70-yard 
fumble touchdown return. 

“That was the reason we lost, it was 
a forward pass,” said Colella, referring 
to the first of two controversial non calls 
on the one play saying that Winchester’s 
right arm was going forward before the
